The  back  of  the  shrine  is  delicately  engraved,  in  pounced 
work,  with  the  Death  and  Assumption  of  the  Virgin,  the 
sliding  door  with  the  Vernacle,  and  the  remaining  surfaces 
with  floral  ornament.
